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Audit Report on tne Accounts of Dargah Khwaja Saheb, Aimer for 
the year 2001-02 


1. Introductory. 

1.1 For the proper administration of the Dargah Khwaja Saheb, Ajmer (Dargah), 
die Dargah Khwaja Saheb Act was passed by the Parliament in 1955. 

The administration, control and management of the Dargah Endowment is 
vested in the Dargah Committee, which exercises its functions through ' Nazim ' 
appointed by the Government of India in consultation with the committee. 

1.2 Section 19(2) of the Acl ibid envisages that the committee shall every year 
prepare a report on the administration of the Dargah which together with the accounts 
of the Dargah and the report of auditor thereon, shall be published in the Official 
Gazette. The annual administrative reports for the years 1999-2000 and 2000-2001 
alongwilh Audit Reports for the year 1998-99 and 1999-2000 have been published in 
Official Gazette of Government of India, dated 19 January 2002. 

1.3 Under Section 19(1) of the Act ibid, the Government of India has entrusted the 
audit to the Comptroller and Auditor General of India under the provisions of Section 
20(1) of the Comptroller and Auditor General's (Duties, Power and Conditions of 
Service) Act, (971 for a period of 5 years from 1998-99 to 2002-03.

2.1(a) Gold & Silver ornaments depicted in the Balance Sheet were not valued on the 
basis of current market price ( Rs. 550 per gram for Gold & Rs.7.80 per gram for

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This resulted in under slalemenl of assets by Rs. 1.07 Lakh. 

The Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that ornaments received in donation 
during the year 2001-02 were valued at market value as on 31 sl March 2002. The reply 
is not tenable as in absense of valuation of entire Gold & Silver ornaments depicted in 
the Balance sheet on market rate prevailing, as on 31.3.02, it does not exhibit the 
correct value. 

(b) 252.94 Gms. of Silver Ornaments received during the year 2001-02, were 

incorrectly valued at Rs. 0.20 lakh instead of 0.02 lakh ( @ of Rs. 7.80 per gram) 
which resulted in over statement of assets by Rs. 0.18 lakh. 

The Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that it was a totalling error which 
would be corrected. 

2.2 A loan of Rs. .60 lakh was raised from central waqf council (CWC), New 
Delhi, for construction of'G* Block Guest House by the Dargah Administration during 
1998-2000. As per the agreement, donation @ 6 per cent per annum was to be paid 
after the completion of 2 years from the date of release of the loan instalment & half 
yearly thereafter. Thus donation of Rs. 1.50 lakh ( @6% on Rs. 10.00 lakh from 
17.9.99 to 16.3.02) and Rs. 1.80 lakh (@6%on 15.00 lakh from 14.2.2000 to 13.2.02) 
was due in the year 2001-02 on the 4 th & 5 lh instalment of Rs. 10.00 lakh and 15.00 
lakh released in September 1999 and February 2000 respectively. 

During audit it was noticed that against.donation of Rs. 3.30 lakh, only Rs. 
1.50 lakh were paid (Rs. 0.60 lakh in November 2001 and Rs. 0.90 lakh in February 
2002) by the Dargah. The liability of remaining Rs. 1.80 lakh was not depicted in the 
balance sheet resulting in under statement of liability to this extent. Besides, the loan 
account was also not being reconciled with the CWC. 

The Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that the CWC had not sent the loan 
statement this year and the balances had therefore not been reconciled. This would be 
taken care of in the future. 

2.3 The value of fixed assets has been shown as Rs. 258.08 lakh in the balance 
sheet which depicts book value of acquisition and docs not take into account 
depreciation with corresponding reduction of Capital Account. The capital & assets 
accounts are overstated accordingly thereby not giv<i^the correct picture. 
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The Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that depreciation had not been 
provided due to price rise in immovable properties. The reply is not tenable as in 
absense of depreciation, the Balance sheet does not exhibit the correct value of assets. 

2.4 Deposits of Rs. 4.00 lakh made for water supply, sewarage and electric supply 
by Rajasthan State Bridge Construction Corporation (RSBCC) on behalf of the 
Dargah for construction of 'G' block Guest House building have not been shown 
under the head ' security deposit * in the'Balance Sheet . The assets are, therefore, 
understated by Rs. 4.00 lakh. 

The Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that clarification in this regard 
has been sought from RSBCC. 

3. General 

3.1 Garib Nawnj Computer Centre was established (September 1999) with the 
assistance of National Council for Promotion of Urdu language ( NCPUL) 
Ministry of Human Resources Development, Department of Education, Government of 
India, New Delhi. The fees realised from students (Rs. 250 per student per month) was 
to be kept in separate bank account creating a' Corpus Fund.' However, balance of Rs. 
2.65 lakh in the Corpus Fund as on 30 Ul Sept. 2002 and transactions related to it were 
not reflected in the annual accounts of the Dargah for the year 2001-02. 

The Dargah Committee stated (June2003) that corpus fund was not created as 
it would have shown loss. The reply is not tenasble as the corpus fund had a balance of 
Rs. 0.89 lakh for the financial year 2001-02. 

3.2 1000 Video Cassettes of a documentary film on Hazrat Khwaja Moinuddin 
Chisti was prepared in the year 1998-99 at a cost of Rs. 4.33 lakh as per decision of the 
Dargah Committee. It was decided to sell the Video Cassette for Rs. 150/- each. 
However, Out of 1000 casettes, 220 cassettes were distributed free of cost & haiance 
780‘casscttes were being writen off and their value was reduced to Rs. 0.41 lakh as on 
31.3.02. Since Revenue was to be realised through their sale, therefore, writing off 
their value like any other movable assets was not correct. Instead specific sanction ~of 
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the Oargah committee to write off the loss of Rs. 4.33 4akh should have been obtained 
by the Dargah. 

The Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that since, the resale value of the 
cassettes was nil therefore they were being written off as. per usual procedure. As such 
no approval of the Dargah Committee was required . The reply is not tenable as to 
write off loss on a property placed for a religious purpose specific approval of the 
Dargah Committee in terms of provision 11(a) of the Dargah Khwaja \s Saheb Act 
1955 was essential. 

3.3 Significant Accounting policies & nolcs lo accounts were not appended to 
annual accounts by the Dargah to introduce transparency in accounts. 

I he Dargah Committee stated (June 2003) that significant accounting policies 
and notes lo accounts would be appended with the Annual Accounts in the future. 

3.4 A common format of accounts for central autonomous bodies has been 
prescribed by the Controller General of Accounts. Ministry of Finance. During audit it 
was noticed that the Dargah has not adopted the new prescribed format Ibr the Amnia! 
Accounts for the year 2001-2002. 

The Dargah Committee staled (June 2003) lhal accounts would be 
maintained in the common format in the future.
